The Harnden Tavern cost the town 
about $130,000 in 1977, damages plus 
interest, as the result of a trial by jury 
in Middlesex Court. The Glen Road 
sidewalk cast in thevicinity of $135 
thousand, and there may still be costs 
that have not been reckoned. Both are 
expensive in terms of tax dollars. 


Empty buses 
keep rolling 


Wilmington’s reprieve from the 
MBTA bus has been delayed. 

A service cutoff on the narther por- 
tions of Routes 136 and 137, scheduled 
to take effect on January 1, has been 
blocked by a temporary restraining 
order, obtained by the Town of 
Reading. 

‘Acting under a new law, a group of 
Reading residents petitioned fora 
hearing on the cutoff of service. That” 
hearing will be held on January 19 at 8 
pm at the Reading Community 
Center, on Sanborn Street. 

Wilmington is served by Route 126, 
which originates at the Malden station 
‘on the MBTA Orange Line. The bus 
runs to the Wilmington - Tewksbury 
line, but few passengers use it beyond 
Reading. In announcing the discon- 
tinuance of service the MBTA cited 
the lack of patronage as a deter- 
mining factor. The cutoff would have 
terminated the line at Reading 
Center. 

On Thursday, December 29 the 
Town of Reading received a tem- 
porary restraining order, prohibiting 
the MBTA from carrying out its an- 
nounced plans to terminate the ser- 
vice. A hearing on the motion is to be 
held in Middlesex Superior Court on 
‘Thursday, January 5.

First let's point out some of the rule 
changes for the '77-'78 season. 

1. Players may not wear any type of 
jewelry. (for the safety of the 
players) 

2. It is strongly recommended that a 
player raise his (or her) hand after a 
foul has been called. (This probably 
means that next year we'll return to 
mandatory raising of hands) 

3. Much stricter rules regarding 
when a coach, assistant coach or non- 
squad personnel may leave their seats 
or react while on the bench. The 
penalty for this infraction is a two 
shot technical foul and the opposing 
team is awarded possession of the ball 

(the rules committee's intention is to 
improve bench decorum.) Officials 


“have been instructed to enforce this 


rule. We may see fewer coaches on 
the bench with their team at the end 
of the game due to this rule. 

4. If time expires while the ball is in 
the air on a tap by a player toward his 
basket - the ball does not become 
dead.
